ABSTRACT 

The Foreign Curriculum Consultant Prognam enables 
selected U.S. educational institutions and organizations to bring 
specialists from other countries to the United States to assist in 
planning and developing curriculums in foreign language and area 
studies. The current program priorities described here indicate which 
areas are likely to receive grants. The eligibility reguireaents are 
categorized according to institution and consultant. The four 
administering bodies of the program are the Board of Foreign 
Scholarships, the Institute of International Studies (IIS), American 
diplomatic missions and binational commissions, and thje participating 
institution. The costs of the consultant's transportation and 
maintenance, and other specified expenses, are sharr^d by the Office 
of Education and the grantee institution. Application instructions! 
including the criteria by which projects will be evaluated and a 
format for the budget estimate, are included. Additional programs in 
international studies are iescribed. (LG)

The international educational exchange and training 
programs sponsored by the U*S. Government have gained 
increasing support since 1946 when Congress passed the 
Fulbright amendment authorizing the use of U»S. -owned 
foreign currencies to finance the exchange of students 
and scholars, since 1948, more than 107,000 foreign 
and U.S. students, teachers, and scholars have partici- 
pated in educational programs in approximately 150 
countries.. 

In 1961, the Fulbright amendment, the Smith-Mundt Act, 
and certain provisions of other legislation were 
incorporated in the Mutual Educational and Cultural 
Exchange Act (Public Law 87-256) , widely known as the 
Fulbright-Hays Act, in order to broaden the scope of 
educational activities designed to promote interna- 
tional understanding and cooperation. 

Section 102(b) (G) of the Fulbright-Hays Act focuses 
specifically on strengthening American education in 
foreign language and area studies. Executive Order 
11034, dated June 25, 1962, delegated to the U.S. 
Department of Health, Education, and Welfare respon- 
sibility for administering programs under this section 
of the legislation. The Institute of International 
Studies in the Office of Education administers the 
Foreign Curriculum Consultant program along with three 
other programs funded under section 102(b)(6). A 
description of these other programs will be found in 
a separate brochure Research and Training Opportunities 
Abroad: Higher Education Programs in Foreign Language 
and Area Studies* 
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The Foreign Curriculum Consultant program is designed to 
benefit American education at all levels by helping in- 
stitutions bring specialists from other countries to the 
United States for assistance in planning and developing 
local curriculums in foreign language and area studies* 
The kinds of institutions given priority are State depart- 
ments of education, large school systems, small 4-year 
colleges with teacher education programs, developing 
institutions, and groups of community college? ♦ Nonprofit 
educational organissations are also eligible. 

In the past 10 years a total of 185 Foreign Curriculum 
Consultant grants have been awarded to bring educators 
from 41 countries* to participate in 91 secondary and 82 
higher education projects in 39 States and the District 
of Columbia. 

For the most part, consultant services have been directed 
toward improving or adding a non-Western European studies 
component in secondary education or in the undergraduate 
college curriculum. In general, the consultants have been 
very successful in stimulating student interest in the 
language and cultures of their homelands and in helping 
American educators make school curriculums more accurately 
reflect contemporary society in all parts of the world. 
They have also been instrumental in improving intercul- 
tural understanding in the community at large through 
participation in a variety of adult education activities. 

Twelve case studies which demonstrate the effective 
utilization of Foreign Curriculum Consultants in past 
years are illustrated in an Office of Education publica- 
tion, Foreign Curriculum Consultants in Action (OK-14159) , 
available from the Superintendent of Documents, U.S. 
Government Printing Office.

The Foreign Curriculum Consultant program enables 
selected U.S< educational institutions and organizations 
to bring specialists from other countries to the United 
States to assist in planning and developing curriculums 
in foreign language and area studies. In 1974-75/ the 
program will provide suppcjrt for consultants for 8 to 10 
months. Assistance is not available under this program 
for consultants who would serve for loss than an academic 
year. 

A Foreign Curriculum Consultant may perform a variety 
of duties. In the past/ consultants have had respon- 
sibility for one or more of the following activities: 

* Reviewing textbooks and other educational 

materials 

* Evaluating library holdings and recommending 

new acquisitions 

* Preparing new instruction \1 materials for 

use in the classroom 

* Developing new units of study 

* Conducting deiTionstration classes and wor!;- 

shops for teachers 

* Speaking at community functions 

* Teaching — no more than one regular classroom 

course per semester 
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Program Prioritlos 



Preference will be given to curriculura development in 
area studies in which the United States lacks adequate 
instructional materials and trained personnel. Since 
there is at present a sufficient supply of American 
teachers for the cominonly taught languages, consultants 
from France? Germany, Italy, Spain, and Spanish-speaking 
Latin Ainerican countries may be approved only if they 
develop currlculums in OAZa and hitOAncttiOnal 6tucUt6 
with an emphasis on modern political, economic, and 
social developments. Grants will net be made to insti- 
tutions seeking consultants from these countries spe- 
cifically to develop tanguagz programs.

Institutional Eligibility 

American institutions eligible to apply for Foreign 
Curriculura Consultant grants include: 

* State departments of education 

* Large school systems 

* 4-year colleges 

* Developing institutions 

* Groups of community colleges 

* Nonprofit educational organizations 

An institutional sharing arrangement provides an 
excellent means for maximum utilization of a consultant's 
talents. College consortiums provide an effective mech- 
anism/ as do cooperative arrangements between higher 
education institutions and public school systems. Sim- 
ilarly, state departments of education can successfully 
utilize consultants for statewide teacher training , 
curriculum/ and materials development programs. 

Consultant Qualificat ions 

A foreign educator selected to participate in the 
consultant program is required to: 

1. Have at least 5 years of experience as an 
educator in foreign language and/or area 
studies and appropriate related experience 
in curriculum planning and development/ 
preparation of teaching materials, and 
training of teachers •

should possess the special qualifications set forth by 
the American institution or organization applying for 
the consultant's services. 
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AOvIINISlPATION OF ITIE PROGRAM 



The Board of Foreign Scholarships 

The Board of Foreign Scholarships, appointed by the 
President of the United states, provides general 
supervision for all Fulbright-Hays programs. The 
Board is composed of 12 U.S, citizens prominent in 
educational and cultural activities. Its secretariat 
is located in the Department of state. All proposals 
and candidates under this program are reviewed by the 
Board and any Office of Education grants for Foreign 
Curriculum Consultants are made only with the Board's 
approval* 

The Institute of International Studies (IIS) 

The Institute of International Studies in the Office of 
Education is responsible for the general administration 
of the program. IIS publicizes program details, 
announces competitions, and receives proposals from 
American educational institutions. Assisted by a panel 
of specialists from the academic community, the Insti- 
tute staff makes recommendations for Foreign Curriculum 
Consultant grants to the U.S* Commissioner of Education 
and the Board of Foreign Scholarships. The approved 
proposals are forwarded through the Department of State 
to the appropriate American diplomatic mission and/or 
binational commission abroad for recruitment of foreign 
candidates bearing qualifications outlined by the 
prospective host institutions* After review and approv- 
al of the resulting slate of candidates by the Board of 
Foreign Scholarships, lis refers the names of approved 
consultant candidates to the host institution for final 
selection. 
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American Diplomatic Missions an d 
Binational Commissions ^ 

The appropriate American diplcmatic missions and/or 
binational commissions recruit candidates who meet the 
general program requirements and the specific qualifi- 
cations set forth by the American educational institu- 
tions whose proposals have received preliminary approval 
for consultant grants. 

The Participating Institution 

The participating institution selects its consultant 
from recommended candidates and a project director pro- 
vides the consultant with appropriate orientation, 
specific assignments I and adequate supervision* Award 
funds are disbursed by the institution in accordance 
with established Office of Education procedures as 
outlined in the administrative manual. The manual is 
available to the grantee institution from the Institute 
of International Studies •

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FINANCIAL PROVISIONS 



The Foreign Curriculum Consultant program is a cost- 
sharing program. Funds from the Office of Education, 
the grantee institution, or a combination of both, will 
provide each consultant with transportation, maintenance, 
aj^d other related costs, as specified below. 

Funds from the Office of Education grant will finance 
the following costs j 

1. Jet economy international travel (for the consul- 
tant only) to and from the U.S. assignment via 
Washington, D.c. 

2* Unaccompanied baggage allowance (air cargo) for 
a total of 300 pounds round trip. 

3. Health and accident insurance (for the consultant 
only) under a Government-contracted group 
insurance policy, 

4. Fifty percent of a $1,000 per month maintenance 
allowance. This allowance is subject to with- 
holding for U.S. Federal, State, and local taxes 
where applicable. 

5. Allowance for a maximum of four dependents 
provided at the following rates: $150 per month 
for the first accompanying dependent, $50 per 
month for each additional accompanying dependent, 
$25 per month for nonaccompanying dependents. 



Fun<Js from the grantee institution will provide the 
following costs: 

1. Fifty percent of the $1,000 per month maintenance 
allowance. As noted above, the allowance is 
subject to withholding for U.S. Federal, State, 
and local taxes where applicable, 

2» Travel costs within the United States incurred 
by the consultant in connection with his or hor 
assignment. 

MOTH 5 If the grsmtee institution is located in an 

unusually high-cost area of the United States, it 
is the responsibility of the grantee institution 
to provide such additional financial assistance 
as local circumstances may require. Before enter- 
ing into a grant agreement/ the institution should 
be certain that the total funds available to the 
consultant will enable him to maintain himself 
appropriately in the local community.

The consultant duties listed in the program description 
(see p. 3) are examples of functions performed by 
consultants in the past. The particular needs of each 
applying institution are the determining factors, 
however, and should be stated explicitly and fully in 
this section of the proposal, When approved applications 
have been forwarded to the appropriate American diplomatic ' 
mission and/or binational commission overseas, every 
effort will be made to recruit consultants meeting the 
specific requirements set forth in the approved proposals. 

Proposed projects will be judged according to the 
following criteria; 

a» Potential impact on the applying institution's 
plans for developing its foreign language and 
area studies proqrm* 

b. Provisions for effectively using the results 
of the consultant's work (e.g., units of study) 
following his departure* Evidence of 
institutional intent to follow up the consultant's 
activities should be described. 

c. Appropriateness of the consultant's duties 
(which should be clearly defined) and the 
approximate allocation of time among the 
duties , 

d. Approximate number of faculty, students, and 
members of the community who are expected to 
be affected by the consultant's activities. 

e. Concrete evidence that other educational 
institutions will share in the consultant's 
services and that they have participated in 
helping define the nature of these services,

In addition to the general qualifications for consultants 
that are outlined in this brochure, the applying Ameri-^an 
institution should set forth in this section any other 
qualifications it seeks in a consultant candidate. 

If the applying institution requests a specific individ- 
ual, justification for this choice should be furnished 
along with the person's name and current address. Desig- 
nated individuals are not exempt from the minimum 
requirements for eligibility and are subject to the 
same review and selection process as all other candidates. 



4. Budget Estimate

and should provide information according to the format 
shown on page 17.
